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William Harnden Foster, illustrator, writer and ‘the father of skeet’

Very few people have the 
good fortune to make a ca- 
reer ‘doing what they love. 
Illustrator William Harnden 
Foster, the ”Father of Skeet,” 
built a career around the 
things he loved most, trains 
and hunting. 

There was no place on 
earth where Bill Foster was 
happier than tramping the 
Shawsheen meadow envi- 
rons with his grandfather, 
Everel Harnden. Everel had 
grown up in Wilmington, and 
sometime before 1880, moved 
into},the old stagecoach tav- 
ern ‘at Shawsheen and Main 
streets in Tewksbury, on the 
old Boston - Lowell turnpike. 
The illustration shows the 
‘hotisé close into the corner, ’ 
‘with the road to Lowell on 
‘the left. Shawsheen Street 
runs to Andover on the right. 

“What a place was the old 
Tewksbury homestead for a 
gun-struck boy,” wrote Fos- 
ter, describing the tavern as 
a fall hunting camp, with his 
grandfather’s many friends. 

Their hounds would be in 


‘the barn stalls and their guns 


‘in the. corners in the kitchen. 
That hunting tradition had 


1a strong influence on the 
‘young Bill Foster, who was 
‘first. allowed to hunt at age 
‘12, in 1898. He had a life-long 
love,of many facets of hunt- 
‘ing: guns, dogs, birds, along 


with tradition and fellowship. 
Most of the Fosters were 
railroad men, in the heyday of 


trains, While in high school, 


Bill began drawing trains, 


whieh, proved to be his ticket 
‘to a great career. His work 


was good enough to gain ad- 
mission to the Museum of 
Fine Arts School in Boston. 
Adyanced study with How- 
ard Pyle led him into illustra- 
tion, a bread & butter path 


‘for artists. Pyle’s students 
“were generally quite success-

N.C. Wyeth, Norman 
Rockwell, among them. 
With Pyle’s encouragement,

go. Both companies became 
Foster’s clients for decades, 
and the Limited was a fa- 
vorite subject. 

Seven years after the 
Wright brothers first flight, 
Scribner’s published a col- 
lection of Foster’s illustra- 
tions of aircraft. 

The building of the Pana- 
ma Canal was the third leg 
in monumental transporta- 
tion advances in the early 
20th century. Foster trav- 
elled to Panama to write and 
illustrate an article for 
Scribner’s, published in 1910. 

In 1909, he signed onto a 
ship transporting live cattle 
from East Boston to Liver- 
pool, to write and illustrate 
the process. Can you imag- 
ine having to secure and 
care for 500 head of cattle 
for 10 days on board a ship? 
This was for no pay, only 
passage and food. Crews 
were generally made up of 
immigrants wishing to re- 
turn home, and it is not 
something they would re- 
peat. It was a most unpleas- 
ant voyage, yet for the era, it 
was not uncommon. 

Cattle on the hoof was 
worth double the price of 
processed meat in England. 
It would be six years before 
the article was printed in 
Harper’s magazine. His art- 
work of the voyage included 


some paintings, but Har- 


per’s printed them in black 
& white. The originals are 
now in the collection of the 
Portland Museum of Art. 
He sold at least a dozen 
illustrations to the Saturday 
Evening Post to accompany 
articles written by others. 
The railroad line through 
Andover ran directly to 
Maine. In 1908, he built a 
summer cabin in South 
Freeport, where he became 
friends with L.L. Bean. Bean 
in 1911 introduced the Maine 
hunting shoe, which he sold

in his store and by mail or- 
der. When Bean produced his 
first catalog in 1925, he used 
a Foster illustration on the 
cover. It showed avery sur- 
prised hunter, attired and 
outfitted with L.L. Bean 
gear, coming face to face 
with a moose. Foster loved to 
put some humor in his work 
whenever possible. 

In 1922, he became the edi- 
tor of two sporting maga- 
zines, published in Boston. 
He loved the magazines, and 
the position allowed him the 
vehicle of expression for his 
artwork and writing. 

Friends in Andover, Char- 
les and Henry Davies, along 
with Foster, had a shooting 
game, which they called 
“shooting round the clock,” 
shooting clay pigeons in a 
circular pattern. The’ site 
where the game was devel- 
oped was in Andover, off 
Dascomb Road. Then a 
neighbor built some chicken 
houses, and the circle had to 
be cut in half. Searching for 
a name, Foster ran a contest 
in National Sportsman in 
1926. The winning entry was 
“skeet,” the Scandinavian 
word for shoot. 

Skeet shooting became 
quite popular, and was used 
by the U.S. Army in World 
War II for training troops to 
shoot at moving targets. 
When the National Skeet 
Hall of Fame was established 
in 1970, Bill Foster was its 
first inductee. 

Foster retired from the ma- 
gazines in 1935, turning his 
attention to writing his legacy 
book, “New England Grouse 
Shooting.” He tells some 
great stories about Ev Harn- 
den and “The Little Gun,” a 
16 gauge Parker shotgun. 


survive the Great Depres- 
sion, and watch her father 
leave to serve in WWI. (He 
would later return when 
Yagood was four-years old, 
though she hadno idea who 
he was at the time.) 

Now, decades later, she’s 
surrounded by friends and 
family. 


When as Ev Harnden ac- 
quired it, about 1893, his hunt- 
ing friends thought he had 
lost his mind. 

Foster wrote, “As news of 
‘The Little Gun’ spread, 
lanky men dropped in of an 
evening to ‘heft’ it and spec- 
ulate on its practical value. 
‘Gee-rifus, Ev!’ they’d say, 
‘she don’t weigh nothin’, 
does she?’ Then they’d set 
the front log in the fireplace 
to sizzling, to add impres- 
siveness to the statement.” 

“The Little Gun” weighed 
six and a half pounds, near- 
ly a pound and a half lighter 
than anything carried by 
local gunners. 

Foster wrote “The fame of 
the little gun became im- 
mortal the morning that 
grandfather and Elbridge 
Gerry stood in the same cart 
road and (the dogs) drove a 
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fox right along the edge of 
Deacon Pillsbury’s wood-lot. 
Mr. Gerry swung onto him 
with his 12-bore Scott. . . 
then, deciding it was hope- 
less, lowered it without shoot- 
ing. Ev Harnden, 20 rods far- 
ther on, had the fox at the 
same distance, a little farther 
if anything, waited for him to 
stretch out at the top of a 
jump and dropped him in a 
heap, using only the left bar- 
rel. Elbridge Gerry paced it 
off, slowly and somewhat 
dolefully. 

“Kv,” he said, “that was 
nigh onto 54 honest yards, 
and by the power o’ mud, 
that was the thunderin’est 
shot I ever hope to see.” 

Foster inherited that shot- 
gun, and it is still in his fam- 
ily. A Parker 16 is a valuable 
gun, and it has been written 
that the only one that ex-

ceeds the value of Foster’s 
belonged to Annie Oakely. 

Foster gives some history 
of market gunners and tells 
of the heath hen and passen- 
ger pigeon, both extinct. He 
wrote about hunters setting 
off on foot for a day-long 
tramp, lunch in a paper bag 
and their dog at heel.

Eataly offers Italian cuisine 
in the Prudential Center shops

bbondanza translates to 

‘abundance’ in Italian, 

and that is exactly the 

way to describe this gas- 
tronomic eatery which just opened 
in Boston in November 2016. The 
destination Italian marketplace, 
dubbed Eataly, is located in the 
Prudential Center shops. Celebrity 
Chef Mario Batali has added Bos- 
ton to his New York and Chicago 
locations, a veritable extravagan- 
za of all foods Italian. Created 
through a partnership with PBS’s 
Lidia Bastianich, Batali’s vision is 
for people to be transported by the 
smells and tastes of Italy while lib- 
erating them from their cash. So 
far, it’s working. 

A series of vendor stalls offer 
Italian coffee, hearth-baked breads, 
delectable pastries, creamy gelato, 
extensive charcuterie or cured 
meats in dizzying quantities and 
varieties. Fresh pasta is constantly 
being made within view, a whole 
section is devoted to wines from 
various regions (with free tastings 
every day at 5 p.m.) and olive oils 
are given star treatment. 

Artisanal hard and _ soft-rind 
cheeses are available, locally pro- 
duced with some made on site in 
the mozzarella lab. Not to be out- 
done, cooking related kitchen tools 
you never knew you needed are 
artfully displayed. A make-your- 


own salad area features greens 
grown at a hydroponic farm at 
Devens. Look up Little Leaf Farms 
and watch the segment on Chro- 
nicle. Fascinating. 

While it is fun to stroll the ven- 
dor stalls, visitors can also choose 
to sit and eat at any number of 
restaurants/cafes, sit at a high 
top table, or take your food to go. 
Cooking classes are offered as are 
tasting tours of Eataly. Learn to 
make fresh pasta, how to choose 
wine, taste a sampling of cheeses, 
learn to pair pasta and seafood. 

The whole experience is not dis- 
similar from the Boston Public 
Market, another fantastic culinary 
walk through. BPM has a broad 
variety of cuisines and vendors 
whereas Eataly goes deep just in 
Italy. 

Parking for Eataly is inside the 
Prudential Center and can be val- 
idated. The whole Prudential has 
been transformed with shops and 
eateries and one could make a day 
of it by combining with a trip to 
the Skywalk Observatory on the 
50th floor. The theatre district is 
nearby on Stuart Street making 
dining here a pre- or post-theatre 
option as well. Meeting a friend at 
the wine bar and splitting some 
oven-baked pizza could be another 
way to get immersed. 

As one reviewer commented, “it’s 
cheaper than a ticket to Rome!”

in my head it just seemed 
like, ‘Oh my god, seven 
miles. I cannot do that, espe- 
cially on a hot August day, 
but ‘then I started to learn 
the story behind the run,” 
Bolognese said. 


“To see the passion that my ‘ 


team,.members here at the 
Ninety Nine have for this 
race, it was honestly conta- 
gious. It was definitely 
something that I wanted to 
bea part of.” 


That passion and the 


eheouragement from her 
teammates helped Bolog- 
nese advance from an occa- 
sional run to race ready. 
“Team Lanzoni — we send 


emails back and forth to 
each other about different 
5Ks that are going on around 
the area and you know if you 
want to jump on those, there 
are a bunch of different 
team members so we can all 
run together and train to- 
gether,” Bolognese said. 

“We call each other our 
accountability partners. It 
really is good if you’re start- 
ing to lose steam, just send 
an email to the group and 
they’ll push you.” 

Bolognese’s teammates are 
not the only motivators she 
has while running, she also 
has dealt with her own loss. 

“My nana was 67 when she 
passed away from breast 
cancer in 1992 and she could

have been around a_ lot 
longer if it hadn’t been for 
this horrible disease taking 
her way too soon, so when I 
run, I do keep her in mind 
knowing that I’m running to 
raise money for research, 
awareness, and ultimately, a 
cure,” Bolognese said. 

As Bolognese and Team 
Lanzoni gear up for the race, 
she hopes to receive dona- 
tions for Dana-Farber and 
spread awareness through 
her fundraising efforts. 

“Donations are the ulti- 
mate goal, but even if they 
can’t donate, just creating 
that awareness that cancer 
is obviously still very much 
around and we have a team 
of people who are trying to 


look cancer in the face and 
fight against it,” Bolognese 
said. 

“In my experience, every- 
body I know has been affect- 
ed by cancer some way or 
another, so I think if we try 
to spread the word about 
this through the community, 
the Wilmington Community, 
maybe some people will 
want to [donate]. If they 
were going to donate to 
Dana-Farber anyway this 
year, we could put it behind 
this run.”

Men” came in second place. 
Bob McDonoough and Jim 
McGowan, from Team “Any- 
body but John Foley,” placed 
third. 

Tara Tonello and Shelley 
Kresser, sisters who both 
grew up in Wilmington, 
started fundraising in 2010 in 
honor of their mother, Susan 
Hardimon, diagnosed with 
MS in 2003. They participate 
and fundraise for the three- 
day, 50-mile MS Challenge 
Walk, along with their hus- 
bands Brian and Erik and 
cousin Marissa. They find 
that fundraising for research 
is their way to honor their 
mother and others they 
know with the disease for 
their strength, bravery, and 
determination they show 
each day facing such an 
unpredictable disease. 

Multiple sclerosis, also re- 
ferred to as MS, is thought to 
be an immune-mediated dis- 
ease in which the body’s im- 
mune system attacks myelin, 
the substance that surrounds 


and protects the nerve fibers 
of the central nervous sys- 
tem. The damaged myelin 
forms scar tissue, or sclero- 
sis. This causes the nerve 
impulses traveling to and 
from the brain and spinal 
cord to be interrupted. 

More than 2.3 million peo- 
ple are affected by MS 
worldwide. Most are diag- 
nosed between the ages of 20 
and 50, and about two thirds 
are women. Symptoms may 
be mild, such as numbness 
in the limbs, or severe, such 
as paralysis or loss of vision. 
However, symptoms vary 
from person to person and 
change over time. 

There is research being 
conducted to find the causes 
of MS, how to stop its pro- 
gression, restore function to 
people affected, and end MS 
entirely. More than 380 re- 
search grants and fellow- 
ships receive funding from 
the National MS Society, 
which Team Sweaty Already 
donates to. Team Sweaty 
Already has said they won’t 
stop fundraising until a cure 


is found and more therapies 
and treatments are avaial- 
ble. 

The team has said they 
“feel so furtunate to be able 
to walk each year in honor of 
those who can’t. 50 miles 
over three days is no easy 
task. You walk 20 miles on 
Friday, 20 miles on Saturday, 
and 10 on Sunday, but -it’s 
nothing compared to what 
those living with MS have to 
face each day.” 

Tara Tornello said, “Hvery 
dollar we raise helps-=the 
National MS Society get-one 
step closer to finding a- “ctite 
and allows them to provide 
additional support services 
and programs to help-thosée 
living with MS today.”. ».

WILMINGTON -- The 
Wilmington Lou Tomkins 
All-Star Senior Baseball 
team, since dropping its 
summer season opener with 
a narrow 5-4 loss to North 
Andover, has reeled off four 
straight to improve to 4-1. 

While the starting pitching 
has been exceptional 
through this _ significant 
stretch of baseball, it’s the 
dominant hitting that has 
left the last three opponents 
in arrears to the tune of a 
lopsided 32-3 runs scored 
margin. 

- Following the loss to North 
Andover, Wilmington took 
out its collective frustra- 
tions, topping Lynnfield by a 
score of 12-5 to even its 
record at 1-1. Next up was 
Framingham, which came 
in with a matching 1-1 mark. 
Wilmington, enjoying its 
first home game, jumped out 
to: a 6-0 lead in the first 
inning and eventually dou- 
bled that tally for a 12-0 
blanking, marking back-to- 
back 12-run games.

Wilmington next traveled 
to Acton-Boxborough High 
School last Friday for a 
game under the lights and 
continued to impress at the 
plate, scorching the opposi- 
tion to the tune of 15 hits. 
For the third consecutive 
game, Wilmington amassed 
a dozen runs. Dan Stein had 
a great night with four hits 
while Will Mills added three 
and Dan Cronin contributed 
with a double and a homer. 
Starting hurler Hubbard 
nearly went the distance, 
allowing just three runs on 
seven hits through six 
frames. 

Most recently, Wilmington 
took its explosive bats to 
Veteran’s Field for a 
matchup with Methuen, 
which to that point had only 
contested one game, a 
defeat to a tough North End 
squad. 

On the mound for 
Wilmington was James Hill, 
returning to action for the 
first time since he was side- 
lined by a hamstring injury 
on Father’s Day in 
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Lynnfield. Hill was no 
worse-for-wear as he fanned 
nine while tossing a one hit, 
complete game _ shutout. 
Meanwhile, the prolific 
Wilmington hitters rang up 
yet another eight runs in the 
effort. 

“We’ve been getting out to 
early leads recently,” said 
Hill. “In the game against 
Methuen, we put up three 
runs in the first inning on a 
pair of two-out base hits 
from Brian Moran and Alex 
Baptiste. Dan Stein and Dan 
Cronin followed with doubles 
to add insurance runs.” 

The Wilmington procession 
around the basepaths con- 
tinued with a trio of fourth 
inning doubles from Zaya, 
Stein, Cronin, and a single 
from Moran. Dan Stein 
rubbed salt in the Methuen 
wound with a seventh-inning 
homer. 

Wilmington heads into the 
July 4th holiday weekend in 
second place, trailing the 
North End team by a game 
in the win column. The next 
three games, all home at 
Scanlon Field, include 
rematches with ~ North 
Andover (7/5) and Acton 
(7/7), followed by a visit 
from Melrose.

Then, 
Derek Gallucci came in and 
threw strikes (to get the 
final two outs for the save).” 

McCarron helped out his 
own cause by hitting a sacri- 
fice fly in the top of the first, 


bringing in Drew Gallucci 
home to score making the 
semi-final game 1-0 
Wilmington. 

The defense played a big 
part in the win as well. With 
the score still 1-0 in the bot- 
tom of the sixth with two 
outs, North Reading threat- 
ened to do some damage. 
With runners on first and 
second, a deep fly ball was 
sent out to center field that 
was sure to score two runs. 
Instead, center fielder Nate 
Packer put an end to any 
hope the Orioles of North 
Reading had of scoring that 
inning by making an amaz- 
ing, potentially game-saving 
catch. 

“I think Nate Packer's 
catch in the (sixth) inning 
was a game changer,” said 
Ardito. “That was a huge 
turning point in the game. In 
a one run game that was 
huge.” 

Clinging onto that slim 1-0 
lead, the Astros got some 
insurance runs in the top of 
the seventh. Drew Gallucci 
worked a walk followed by 
singles from Derek Gallucci 
and Jimmy McCarron. Ryan 
Santini hit a sacrifice fly to 
left field bringing McCarron 
home making it 4-0 heading 
to the bottom of the sixth 
inning. 


McCarron started the bot- 
tom on the seventh on the 
mound for the Astros. After 
catching a pop up, the domi- 
nant southpaw left the 
mound finishing with a 95- 
pitch performance fanning 
ten Orioles for the game. 

Derek Gallucci came to the 
mound with two outs needed 
to move on to the finals. 
After giving up a hit to the 
first batter, Gallucci struck 
out the next two batters to 
bring the Wilmington Astros 
one game closer to being 
named Middlesex Diamond 
League Champions. 

“It was nice that we scored 
those three runs in the sev- 
enth to give us some breath- 
ing room but it's still tough 
in that situation to come in, 
where they're the home 
team,” said Ardito. 

Although North Reading 
made things interesting in 
the bottom of the seventh 
with the tying run on the on- 
deck circle, Ardito said that 
Derek Gallucci was up to the 
challenge of closing out the 
win. 

“He did a great job conding 
in,” said Ardito.
